‘FORWARD 


Rules Committee Said to Have Agreed 
to Radical Change. © 


The Football Rules Committee to revise 
the code governing the game will hold 
its final meeting to adopt the new regula- 
tions to obtain this Fall on the gridiron 
in Philadelphia next Saturday week after 
the big intercollegiate relay carnival on 
Franklin Field. The conmmitteée at its last 
meeting in New York codified the sugges- 
tions brought before it, but so radical 
were the changes proposed that it was 
decided to confer with the authorities of 
the various colleges participating before 
taking final action. 
however, no-objection will be raised to the 
new measures. 

Until final action is taken no offictal 
announcement of the plans will be made, 
but it is understood from a reliable source 
that no less a change is contemplated 
than the legalizing of the forward pass. 
Should such action be taken the whole 
scheme of the game will be changed and 
all existing ideals altered. It means prac- 
tically the introduction of a new sport 
akin to association football, 

It is reported that four members of the 
committee are opposed to the change, and 
that in the absence of a fifth member 
A. A. Staag of Chicago, the remaining 
two of the seven committee men forced 
its acceptance. The two so acting are said 
to be Robert Wrenn of Harvard and Paul 
J. Dashiell of Annapolis, Wrenn’s action 
was prompted by the position of Presid- 
dent Eliot of Harvard, who threatens, 
says rumor, to interfere with Harvard's 
participation in college contests unless 
radical means are taken to further open 
up the play. Wrenn proposed the legal 
forward pass for this purpose and Dash- 
iell supported him. 

Walter Camp of Yale, Prof. Fine of 
Princeton, Prof. Dennis of Cornell, and 
John C., Bell of Pennsylvania vigorously

Big Field of Runners. 


L. MARKS FINISHES SECOND 


Mellor Makes Game Fight to Repeat 
His 1902 Victory, but Tires After 
Covering Twenty Miles.

afternoon. Frederick Lorz, the Mohawk 
Athletic Club man, ran first after the 
pluckiest kind of a race, in 2 hours 58 
minutes and 23 2-5 seconds. He was fol- 
lowed over the line a minute and twenty- 
five seconds later by another Gothaiite, 
Louls Marks of the Pastime Athletic 
Chib. Two other New Yorkers figured 
in the lead in the early stages of the race, 


but fell buck and dropped out later when | 


Lorz challenged and passed them and 
started on his victorious course 
finish. It was a notable victory. 

The time was nine minutes behind 
for the distance, made in 1901 
J. J. Caffrey, the Canadian runner. 
to-day's conditions were far from 
able. Inasmuch as Cafrey was a starter 
and was outclasesd by Lorz, the failure 
to reach the record is not, significant. 
There were other former champions 
among the starters, John C. Lorden of 
Cambridgeport, Mass., and the two New 
York winners, Michael Spring of the 
Pastime Club and Samuel Mellor of the 
organization contesting. An- 
other notable was T. J. Hicks, who won 
the Marathon race run in conjunction 
with the Olympic games at 8t, Louls last 
Summer. So Lorz had to beat in 
plenty. In fact the field was probably 
the strongest that ever started, in- 
cluding ninety-five entries, of whom only 
six were scratched. 

An interesting fact is 2 , 
defeat of Hicks, the St. Louis champion. 
It will be remembered that it was Lorz 
who finished first in tne Olympic event, 
it subsequently developed that he 
had ridden part way in an automobile. 
Although Lorz explained that he 
tinishea for a joke, he was suspended by 
the Amateur Athletic Union and 
only reinstated a short time ago. 

Nearing Newton after seventeen miles 
| had been run, Mellor tried to leave his 
field. He pulled steadily away, and 
Newton led py two minutes. The others 
kept their places behind Haarer, but 
Spring was rapidly tiring and was soon 
run out. Neary dropped within another 
i half mile, and Fowler took fifth position. 

This order was maintained until the 
twenticth mile was passed. At Brookline 
the pace began to tell on Mellor, and he 
dropped to a walk. Haarer, too, weak- 
ened, and Lorz pulled rapidly up.

The appear- 
ance of eacn runner was the signal of 
lusty cheers, and an ovation gree€&d Lorz 
he neared the Boston Athletic Asso- 
ciation clubhouse, He crossed the line at 
2:38 and fell exhausted into the waiting 
arms of a host of friends. 

Marks finished at 2:39:50 4-5 and Fowle 
j;at 2:41:07 1-5. Both were in better condi- 
tion than the winner, and seemed reason- 
ably fresh.
